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PRESTWOOD MILL, located just off County Road 110 in North Coffee County, will soon be turn- 
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ing out fresh water ground corn meal after years of sitting dormant. That is of course if the dreams of 
a dedicated team is successful with their ongoing restoration efforts for the working grist mill. 

The first objective was to repair the dam and spillway and in a way to hopefully prevent another of 
many previous breaks in the dam following heavy rains, This, was done with advice from the Army 
Corps of Engineers by extending the concrete spillway to about 80 feet, twice the previous length. 

The millpond filled with water last week following the rains which blanketed the area, and the water 
wheel which drives the grist mill was working perfectly. 

Following some additional underwater adjustments around the mill house, the«crew will turn their 
attention to repairing the framing for the millrocks and the massive stones will be put back in place for 
a last operational test. Then will come a final cleaning and pouring of a peck of corn into the rocks and 
bagging the first peck of fresh meal, continuing a ritual which began when Coffee County was far less 
developed than it is today and the road past the mill was a dirt road traveled mostly by mule and wagon 
when a wagon pulled by oxen was not uncommon in the area. 

The mill house still has a sign on an inside wall explaining the fee schedule for grinding cornmeal. 
However, no announcement has been made on holding those prices nor if the miller will take only cash 
or the traditional grist mill option of paying with a “toll” or percentage of the fresh cornmeal.
